Residents of Hartford, South 


Roxana and unincorporated 
areas of Chouteau Township will 
vote March 15 on a Eepposel to 
expand the Hartford ibrary 
District. : 

~There will be no increase in 
taxes for Hartford residents, who 
currently pay a rate of 15 cents 
fe $100 assessed valuation for 

brary services, The referendum 
will sequins a “yes” vote from 
Hartford residents to pass. 

Residents outside the village 
will be asked to approve the ref- 
erendum that would increase 
their taxes by 15 cents per $100. 
A property owner with a home 
val at $30,000 and assessed at 
one-third its value, $10,000, 
would pay an additional $15 in 
taxes annually. 

The proposed annexation 
would extend to eastern and 
western boundaries of Chouteau 
Township and include South Rox- 
ana and Mitchell, with the 
exception of Mitchell School. 

On the north, the district 
would include the village of 
Hartford, and then extend south 
from Madison Avenue in South 
Roxana to the northern bound- 
aries of Nameoki Township and 


Pontoon Beach. 

The Hartford Public Library 
became a district last year, and 
has been offering services to 
unserved residents of the area at 
no cost, said librarian Gwen 
Dake. The increased cost has 
been picked up by the state. 

If the referendum is approved, 
the state will continue financing 
for an additional year. Taxes for 
library services would not be 
levied until 1989. 

The proposal would allow resi- 
dents within the district to use 
their cards in all of the 81 librar- 
ies within the Lewis and Clark 
Library System, Dake said. Res- 
idents of most unserved areas 
within the system must pay a 
$25 annual fee for use of the 
libraries. 

The district is to be supervised 

a board of directors to be 
elected at large throughout the 
service area.

Supreme Court 


SPRINGFIELD — Three cir- 
cuit judges and a lawyer are 
candidates for the Democratic 
nomination for Ilinois Supreme 
Court justice from the sprawl- 
ing, 37-county Fifth District. 

The vacancy opened up for the 
first time in 18 years as a result 
of the retirement last September 
of Justice Joseph Goldenhersh of 
Belleville. 

The candidate nominated for 
the $93,000-a-year position on the 
seven-member court will seek a 
10-year term. 

Running in the Democratic 
primary on March 15 are Madi- 
son County Circuit Judge Horace 
Calvo of Glen Carbon, who is 
currently serving by ‘appoint- 
ment on the Fifth Appellate 
Court; Randolph County Circuit 
Judge Carl Becker of Red Bud; 
Franklin County Circuit Judge 
Robert Hill of Benton; and East 
St. Louis attorney Charles J 
Kolker. 

The candidates declined to dis- 
cuss ‘specific types of legal 
issues tt come before the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court, such as the 
controversial “‘convenient 
forum’’ doctrine that has been 
invoked to throw out personal 
injury lawsuits brought in Madi- 
son and St. Clair counties that 


involved accidents elsewhere. 

The candidates cited the provi- 
sion in the state Canon of Judi- 
cial Ethics which barred them 
from discussing issues that may 
come before the court. < 

As a result, they cited only 
their experience in running for 
the Supreme Court. 

CALVO, 60, formerly of Gran- 
ite City, was a member of the 
Illinois House for seven years 
before Becoming a judge, and 
argues it gives him an edge in 
qualifications over his opponents. 

“‘When you’ve been in the 
General Assembly making laws, 
it gives you some advantage 
when you're interpreting them 
later,”” he said. 

Calvo resigned from the legis- 
lature to accept an appointment 
as circuit judge in June 1975. 
Since last October, he has also 
served by appointment on the 
Fifth Appeals Court, where he 
said he has written about 20 
opinions so far. 

Calvo said his judicial philoso- 
phy was “‘very similar” to Jus- 
tice Goldenhersh’s and he tried 
to do ‘‘what is just and 
humane.” 

Calvo has received several 
endorsements from labor union

While working as an attorney, he 
completed course work for a 
master’s degree in economics. 

As a judge for the past nine 
years, Chapman has heard both 
civil and criminal cases and 
served for one year as chief 
criminal court judge. 

Chapman Serves on two IIli- 
nois Supreme Court committees: 
the Ad Hoc Committee on Dis- 
covery Procedure and the 
Supreme Court Committee on 
Protracted Litigation. 

The discovery committee has 
been in existence since 1983, and 
every rule it has suggested has 
been. .adopted, Chapman said. 
The protected litigation group 
has been in existence only a 
short time. 

Chapman also has taught trial 
advocacy at St. Louis University 
Law 1 since 1982.

KRAUSE, of rural Mount Ver- 
non, is in his 10th year as a cir- 
cuit judge in Jefferson County. 

He holds degrees in industrial 
and chemical engineering and 
worked in private industry -until 
he was 36. He obtained a juris 
doctor degree from the Universi- 
ty_of Illinois law school. 

Krause was an accountant for 
Union Starch & Refining Co. and 
an engineer at McDonnell Doug- 
las in St. Louis. He finished law 
school at the age of 39*and prac- 
ticed law for 14 years in Clayton, 
Mo., and Belleville. 

He was also an assistant Illi- 
nois attorney general in the 
office of inheritance taxes for 
two years. Wile a judge in Jef- 


ferson County, -he has heard 
cases ranging from traffic, to 
small claims, and to capital 
murder. 

Krause does not claim to have 
written any learned articles for 
legal publications. ‘‘I don’t 
write; I just work,” he said. 

One concern he has about the 
appellate court is the backlog of 
cases. “It takes years at a time 
to get appeals back to the circuit 
court,” he said. 

He also said voters in his 
county are concerned about 
“‘over-representation on _ the 
appellate court bench from Mad- 
ison and St. Clair Counties.’’ 

KERNAN, of Belleville, is- a 
circuit judge in St. Clair County. 
At 40, he is one of the youngest 
circuit judges in the state. 

He has a bachelor’s degree in 
marketing from the University 
of Notre Dame and received a 
law degree from Washington 
University in St. Louis. He 
served as a lieutenant in the 
Army Quartermaster Corps. 

He entered private practice in 
1972 and was appointed an asso- 
ciate judge in 1974. At that time, 
he was the youngest judge in the 
state. 

In 1977, the Illinois Supreme 
Court appointed Kernan a circuit 
judge. The next year, voters 
elected him to that position. He 
was retained by voters in 1984. 

In 14 years, Karnan has heard 
every kind of case, including 
personal injury and criminal.

Consumer tips 
Some bad credit history can be removed 


By Nell F. Hartigan 
Illinois Atty. Gen. 


Q. What can I do to improve a 
bad credit history? 

A. You are entitled by law to 
correct any inaccurate informa- 
tion that appears in your credit 
bureau file. If you have been 
denied credit, you should contact 
the credit bureau involved and 
request the contents of your 
credit file. 

Check to see whether the 
information reported on you is 
accurate and complete. You 
have the right, under the Fair 
Credit Reporting Act, to dispute 
the completeness or accuracy of 
any information in your report. 
When you do so, do it in writing 
and explain why you think the 
information is incorrect. 

If your dispute is legitimate, 
the credit bureau then must 
reinvestigate the matter. If the 
credit bureau cannot verify the 
disputed information, it must 
delete the information from your 
report. = 

If you disagree with the 
results of the reinvestigation, 
you should write a brief state- 
ment explaining your side of the 
story. Once this is done, it all 
becomes *a part of your credit 
bureau report._ 

If the information is found to 
be accurate, then only the pas- 
sage of time can assure its 
removal. Credit bureaus are per- 
mitted to report bankruptcies for 
10 years and other negative 
information—for seven years. 
There is nothing you can do to 
stop or remove information 
from.your file. Don’t be misled 
by ads aimed at people with bad 
credit histories.

@. Can a bill collector harass 
me at work to collect a debt? 

A. The actions a collection 
agency or creditor may take in 
securing collection of a debt are 
regulated by both state and fed- 
eral law. Althe you may be 
under an obligation to ya 
debt which has been over 
to a collection agency, that agen- 
rs has no more right to 
“harass” you than does anyone 
else. 2. 

The federal Fair Debt Collec- 
tions Act, as well as Hlinois stat- 
utes under which collection 
agencies are licensed, define 
conduct in which collection agen- 
cies are prohibited from engag- 
ing. 


An agency must contact a 
debtor at a e which is conve- 
nient to the debtor. Thus, if a 
bill collector contacts you at 
work and you advise him that it 
is not a convenient time to con- 
tact you, he must make alter-

cost of providing the service. 
This “revenue requirement” is 
established by calculating the 
total expenses of the utility for a 
test year and forecasting the 
total amount of money needed 
by the utility to stay in business. 
This total cost is “then divided 
among the three classes of cus- 
tomers — residential, industrial 
and commercial. 

There are three types of costs: 
capital, operating and return to 
investors. 

Capital costs include plants 
and property plus. construction 
work in progress. These_costs 
are categorized as generation, 
the power plant itself, transmis- 
sion, the er lines and distri- 
bution, ie facilities used to 
“step down” the electricity for 
consumer use_ - - 

Operating costs aré recurring 
expenses such as fuel, labor, 
maintenance and taxes. 

A return to investors is 

i to insure it the utili- 
ties are able to continue to raise 
money for future operatiom®by 
attracting and keeping investors. 
While some forms of investment, 
such as bonds and preferred 
stock, have a fixed return rate, 
the return on common stock is 
varied. In Illinois, the Illinois 
Commerce Commission has the 
task of determining a reasonable 
me of return on common equi- 
y. 

Before these costs can be 
translated into rates, they must 
be classified by their relation- 
ship to demand, energy usage 
and type of customer. 


Demand-related costs occur 
when electric usage is at the 
period of highest, or peak 
demand. Most generation ans 
part. of the transmission costs 
are related to demand. The con- 
tribution of each customer class 
to this peak is measured and 
used in rate determination. 

Energy-related costs* include 
the remaifiing transmission and 
most of the distribution costs. 
They reflect the actual usage by 
each customer class. 2 

Customer usage costs include 
the installation of meters, meter 
reading and billing. Taking these 
factors into consideration, the 
costs of all services are allocat- 
ed to the customer classes. 

This results in a table of rates 
based upon the utility’s best esti- 
mate of the costs of providing 
service to each customer class. 

While be see or eetity 
ducing ant i ic’ 
varies nccorsiingy toriae of day, 
season_of_the year and_other 
demand factors, an average cost 
is established so the ‘customer 
can be billed at a single rate 
using an inexpensive meter that 
measures only electricity used. 

The technology exists for a 
more—complex- meter that can 
take into account. demand fac- 
tors, according to James Bach- 
man, manager of rates and 
research, Central Public 
Service Company, but its cost, 
$350-$450, is more than most res- 
idential customers are willing to 
pay for a more accurate rate. 

Much of the June rate 
increase was due to increased 
summer demand. The costs 
of building Clinton, therefore, 
are just one of the many costs 
that Illinois Power must recover 
from its customers.

Arch museum dedicated to western pioneer spirit

The St. Louis Gateway Arch is 
a_ world-renowned monument. 
But many people do not know 
that underground, beneath the 


Overhead in the lobby there 
are a series of brief quotes from 
important early American docu- 
ments: the Preamble to the Con- 
stitution, George Washington's 
farewell address, the Declaration 
of Independence and a 1795

The museum itself is con- 
cerned with events that took 
place between 1800 and 1900.

For 
instance, in 1804 the Land Act, in 
an effort to get western land set-
